ST. LOUIS, J une 9.—Sergeant at-Arms 
Byrnes and his first assistant, Q. N. 
Wiswell, of Milwaukee, visited the 
convention auditorium today and de- 
cided upon a number of details, such 
as the stationing of ineide doorkeepers 
and assistant 
sergeants at-arms, and 
distributing the force of ushers and 
pages. Four doorkeepers will be sta- 
tioned at every door, two outside to 
inspect the tickets as the crowd passes 
through and two inside to tear oS the 
coupons. In this way i,the crowd can 
be handled promptly. 
Each division 
will have four ushers and they are to 
seat all comers, or, at least, inspect 
their tickets. There are forty divisions 
in the dress circle and gallery, making 
a force there of 160 ushers. 
The space 
for the 'delegates, alternates, national 
committeemen, newspaper workers and 
prominent guests has eleven divisions 
and each will be provided with four 
ushers. 


Then, there will be a small army of 
pages and several hundred sergeants at 
arms. Chief Harrigan has promised 
Colonel Byrnes a couple of hundred 
policemen, who will be ready to lend 
assistance if called upon. They are to 
take no part in disputes until request- 
ed to by one or more of the colonel's 
asáistantfl. A gbod many of the police- 
men will probably be attired as private 
citizens and known only to the con- 
vention ciBcials and employes. The 
work of the decorators of the auditor- 
ium is about finished. The portraits 
of General Grant and Admiral Farra- 
gut were put up yesterday. 
The 
great 
nav^ commander will 
look 
down on the members oí the con- 
vention from the gallery railing at 
the east end of the hall. 
Directly 
opposite is a portrait of Gen. Phil 
Sheridan, representing the army. The 
still greater leaders. Lincoln and Grant, 
are on the two sides, the first almost 
directly over the speaker's stand and 
Grant at the center of the south gallery 
opposite. 


Higher than all, just above Lincoln, 
is Washington. 
Each is surrounded by 
American flags. 


The absence of pictures and mottos 
representing the leaders of the republi- 
can party of today will be noticed. 
The omission was intentional, the local 
committee having been placed under 
restrictions in this matter. The deco- 
rations will be all in place before 
Wednesday evening, tlie time set for 
the dedication of the building. 


A fire company is on duty in the 
auditorium and will be until after the 
convention. Their fire apparatus in- 
cludes a chemical engine with a capaci- 
ty of 160 gallons of water. 
Twelve 
shoulder Babcocks, 700 feet of hose 
attached to a water plug at each of the 
four corners of the building, and a 
number of ladders, hooks, axes, wire 
cutters, ropes and buckets. 


The building has also a fire alarm 
box connected with the central office 
of the fire alarm department. 


The American telegraph and tele- 
phone company will have two long 
distance telephones in service at the 
convention. Thirteen telephone wires 
in all will run into the building. 


General Coleman, of the bureau of 
information, is preparing a complete 
list of 
the houses and rooms that 
have been registered with him for the 
accommodation of strangers. This list 
he will submit to Chief of Police Har- 
rigan in order that the police may 
make a personal inspection of each 
place. 
General Coleman has taken 
this action to assure himself that no 
one coming to St. Louis during the 
convention will be thrown into bad 
company. There are more than 200 
houses registered at the bureau, besides 
hotels and halls. Daily 
others are 
registered, while requests for accommo- 
dations of small parties of visitors also 
continue to come in. 


ST. Louis, Mo., June 9.—What shall 
be done with the colored delegates and 
alternates to the national republican 
convention? This is a question which 
is puzzling the members of the national 
committee who have arrived in the 
city, as well as the Business Men's 
League, which secured the convention 
for St. Louis. Every hotel and board- 
ing house and cafe came out fiat-footed 
today and declared that it would en- 
tertain no negro as a guest or customer. 
Money is no object. Threats of prose- 
cution have had no effect, and from the 
present outlook it would seem that 
unless tents are secured the black men 
will have to go hungry and unhoused. 


"Those men who are having trouble 
in getting rooms for colored delegates 
have only themselves to blame," said 
S. M. Kennard. president of the Busi- 
ness Men's league, today. 
' When we 
got the convention we pledged our- 
selves to take care of the colored men 
and we are going to do it. 
But those 
who waited until the last minute will 
have to take what they can get, BO long 
as it is clean and good. 
White men 
cannot get accommodations at the 
hotels now. They are all filled up lor 
convention week. But we will take 
care of the colored men, as we said we 
would." 


' You may say positively," said Major 
Rainwater, "that we can get places for 
the lodging and feeding of all the 
colored delegates who apply. I know 
this and can show it. If Hill will come 
to me. which he has not done, I will 
refer him to places where he can put 
his colored delegates, and good places. 


too. I do not care what difficulties 
may stand in the way, the pledges we 
made the national committee when we 
asked for the convention, will be car- 
ried out to the letter. For weeks past I 
have bombarded the national committee 
with letters and telegrams asking them 
to let me arrange for the accommodation 
of their delegates. Especially did I 
pay attention to the southerners, be- 
cause I foresaw the difficulty we might 
have in placing the negroes at the last 
minute. Many of them did not reply 
and now they cannot get the same 
quarters they might have secured had 
they let us arrange it weeks ago. But 
every one of them will have a good 
place to sleep and plenty to eat. 
Dozans of restaurants will feed colored 
delegates during convention week." 


HANNA STARTS FOR 6T. LOUIS. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, June 9.-—Hon. M. 
A. Hanna left this afternoon on his 
private car for St. Louis. He was ac- 
companied by Senator Bed field Proctor, 
Abner McKinley, General Osborne, of 
Boston, a coudn of ex Governor Mc- 
Kinley; Colonel Myron T. Henick and 
Mr, Sylvester T. Everett, delegates 
from the Twenty-first Ohio district; 
George E. Matthews, of the Buflalo Ex- 
press, and William M. Hahn, who will 
join the party at Crestline. There was 
no demonstration whatever when the 
party left. If nothing happens the 
party will reach St. Louis tomorrow 
morning at 7 o'clock. Hon. Joseph 
Manley passed through the city en 
route for St. Louis at an early hour 
this morning.

THE LLEVOLT IN CRETE. 


It Will bo Completely Cruslied 
JVext Week. 


Troops To be Sent to the Mountains 
aatl tlic Ilcfngces Will be 
SHrroHii(le<l. 


Tbe Election Cases Make the liast Act 
a Partisan Measare^-nemocrats 
Prevent a Cènornm. 


WASHINGTOK, June 
9 —When the 
house reconvened this morning at 10 
o'clock the legislative day of Saturday 
was still in existence. 
There was a 
fair attendance of republicans, but the 
democratic benches were a 
barren 
waste. Less than half a dozen of the 
minority were on the 
floor. 
This re- 
fusal on the part of the democrats to 
attend the session grew out of the de- 
termination of the majority to consider 
the contested election caee of Aldrich 
vs. Underwood. 
Mr. McMillin, in ex- 
planation of the action of his side of 
the house, said that the democrats did 
not consider it to be their duty to at- 
tend the closing hours of the session to 
help furnish a quorum for the purpOEe 
of unseating another democrat. 


The pending question today was the 
motion to lay on the table the motion 
to reconsider the vote by which the 
house decided to consider the election 
case. The vote resulted 98 to 31, six- 
teen being present and declining to 
vote. This made a total of 145 present, 
thirty-four less than a quorum. In 
order to break the deadlock which 
confronted the majority a call of the 
house was ordered. The doors were 
closed and the sergeant at arms was 
directed to bring in absentees. 


The Tucker rule adopted at the 
beginning of the seBsion was invoked 
for the first time. It compelled mem- 
bers brought in by the sergeant at 
arms to vote on the pending question. 
The motion was carried by a vote of 
130 to 45. 


The speaker counted four members 
as present, but not voting. Mr. Mc- 
Millin attempted to make the point of 
order that the report in the election 
case was not signed by a majority 
of the members of the committee and, 
therefore, it did not constitute a 
question of privilege. The chair ruled 
that if the point 
of order had 
merit it came too late, as the house 
had decided to consider the case. Mr. 
Daniels addressed the house in favor of 
seating the contestant, Mr. Aldrich. 
He gave notice that he would demand 
the previous question at the expiration 
of fifty minutes. Underwood had 1,056 
majority on the face of the returns. 
Fraud and intimidation were charged 
and the majority found that Aldrich 
received, in fact, a majority of 220. 
The minority admitted that the returns 
were incorrect, but claimed that the 
corrected returns still gave 1,038 ma- 
jority. 


THE BOND INVESTIGATION COMMITTEE, 
The senate subcommittee of the 
finance committee, designated to con- 
duct an investigation of the recent bond 
issues, today decided to begin its work 
after the adjournment of congress and 
to admit the press to its sessions. Its 
first mind was to hold secret meetings, 
but that idea was definitely abandoned 
today 
Secretary of tbe Treasury Car- 
lisle has prepared a statement for the 
committee in compliance with its re- 
quest, but it is probable that he will 
also appear in person to answer ques- 
tions.

NEWPORT, Ky., June 9.—Tbe defense 
in the Walling trial this morning intro- 
duced a dczan or more depositions from 
people at Greenfield, Ind , who swore 
Walling worked in the glaes works, 
and proving his good character while 
there. 


The defense ha3 also brought in two 
witnesses to break down the character 
of John Foster, of Bellevue, Ky., who 
testified that he saw Walling, Jackson 
and Pearl Bryan a few days before T.he 
murder. 


CONSTANTINPÔLE.JUNE 9—Thirty-eight 
bataillons of troops drawn from Symrna, 
Bey rout, and Athens will by next 
week have put down the expiring re- 
volt in Crete by surrounding the 
refugees in the mountains. A corps 
of Greek volunteers is being organized 
in Athens by four Cretan leaders and 
Mm. Serpieri and Nagri under official 
auspices. Abdullah Pasha has arrested 
a Greek 
vessel carrying arms and 
money 
for the insurgents. 
News 
eminating from British sources that 
Russia would protest in favor of the 
Cretans is false. Russia, France, Ger- 
many, Austria and Italy continue in a 
loyal attitude and are opposed to in- 
surrections which are apt to com- 
promise the peace of the world. The 
whole diplomatic corps, apart from 
Great Britain and Greece, regard the 
uprising as a result of British machina- 
tion. 


M. Cambon, the French ambassador, 
was yesterday received in audience by 
the sultan. M. Cambon strongly urged 
a concilitory policy as being the best 
meaps of pacifying Crete. The Turkish 
ministers assembled in special council 
and dispussed M. Cambon's advice. It 
is a subject of comment here that the 
agitation in Crete is fed by the Cretan 
committee in Athens and that numer- 
ous Cretans are allowed to leave Athens 
unhindered in order to take part in the 
movement. It is thought that the tac- 
tics of the Cretan committee will be to 
prolong the campaign in order to in- 
duce the powers to intervene. In fact, 
it has been ascertained that the insur- 
surgents 
are withdrawing to the 
mountains in order to prolong the 
struggle. 
Many Cretan sympathizers 
were arrested in Constantinople on 
Wednesday when domiciliary 
visits 
were also paid to Armenian employes 
in the ftelegraph department residing 
in Peru.

GRAKD RAPIDS, Mich., June 9.—The 
general Bessions of the national confer- 
ence of charities and corrections yester- 
day were devoted to the "Scientific 
Study of Social Problems" and "Child 
Saving Work," 
Under the former 
head papers were read on "Nature 
versus Nature," and "Natural Selection, 
Social Selection and Heredity." Under 
the second division were papers on the 
care of foundlings and treatment of 
unmarried mothers and "Motherhood 
as a Means of Regeneration." 


The section devoted to vagrancy had 
a long discussion of the tramp question, 
resulting in the general conclusion that 
the rigid enforcement of existing laws 
and enforced "industrial recreation" 
are the most effective remedies for this 
evil. 


The place for holding the next an- 
nual conference was to have been set- 
tled in the general session yesterday, 
but the committee to which the matter 
was referred asked for further time. It 
is understood the committee had de- 
cided to select New Orleans, but a 
committee from Toronto arrived and 
some of the members have changed 
their minds and Toronto is likely to 
be selected.

Mrs. Henry lu^hain Slowly Wasting: 
Away. 


LAPORTE, Ind., June 9.—Mrs. Henry 
Ingham yesterday entered upon the 
109fch day of her remarkable fast. Her 
case has created a sensation in the 
medical world, and has bsifled the skill 
of the best physicians in the country. 
This is the second fast which has 
brought Mrs. Ingham into prominence. 
Fifteen years ago, it is said, she went 
300 days without taking food or nour- 
ishment of any kind, and for sixty-two 
days following the breaking of the fast 
took nourishment by injection of food 
into her stomach, her recovery follow- 
ing. She continued in excellent health 
until early this year, when she was 
again strangely stricken. 
She has not 
yat lost consciousness, and once in 
every ten hours asks the watchers who 
have maintained peaaeless vigil at her 
bedside to moisten her lips with a damp 
cloih. 
From 210 pounds, which she 
weighed before she entered upon her 
fast, she has wasted away until now she 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., June 9.—Herman 
Bleck, a member of the Coelerman, 
Keck Diamond Cutting company, of 
Cincinnati, who was convicted in the 
United Slates district court of attempt- 
ing to smuggle diamonds into this 
country, waa today sentenced by Judge 
Butler to one year imprisonment and a 
fine of 1200. Keek's prosecution was 
brought about by the Diamond Im- 
porters' union, of New York, end his 
conviction was due mainly to the evi- 
dence of Captain Loeswitz, of the 
steamer Rhynland, who testified to 
having received a package containing 
$7,000 worth of diamonds from Keck 
in a restaurant in Antwerp, which was 
to be given to F. Von Reith, also of 
Cincinnati. 
Keck subsequently sailed 
for New York on the steamer A Her and 
was arrested by United States treasury 
officials on the description given by 
Captain Loesewitz.

Milson and Fowler are known 
as the Muswell Hill murderers. 
They 
were convicted of burglariously enter- 
ing Muswell Lodge, Tetherdown, Mus- 
well Hill, on February 14 last, and 
murdering Mr. Henry Smith, the occu- 
pant, 
Seaman was a White Chapel 
murderer. 
Unless there is a change in 
the arrangements Mrs, Dyer, the baby 
farmer, convicted of murdering a num- 
ber of infants, will be hanged at the 
same place tomorrow.

Dr. Dailey Shot and Killed by Pro- 
fessor MIcKey. a Well Known 
£dnoator. 


ViNCENNKs, Ind., June 9.—A horrible 
tragedy occured at Bird's, 111, nine 
miles west of this city, in which Dr. J, 
H. Dailey was killed by Professor 
Sampson T. Mickey, a prominent and 
well to do young educator of Lawrence 
county. The trouble was over a young 
lady who was making her home at Dr. 
Dailey's, and to whom, it is alleged, 
Professor Mickey was betrothed. 


Dr. Dailey and his wife were sitting 
in the doctor's office when Professor 
Mickey passed. Dailey asked his wife 
to retire, and called Mickey in. Soon 
after Professor Mickey entered the 
office a quarrel ensued and five shots 
rang out. Dr. Dailey fell to the floor 
fatally injured. Friends rushed into 
the office and foar d the doctor in a 
dying condition and Mickey standing 
over him with a smoking revolver in 
his hand. Dailey had a revolver tight- 
ly clutched in his rigbt hand. Mickey's 
revolver was empty and tho doctor's 
was still loaded. 


Mickey gave himself up to the offi- 
cers and was rushed to the county jail 
at Lawrenceville to escape the ven- 
geance of Dailey's friends. 


Professor Mickey does not deny the 
killing, but says he shot in self defense. 
It is believed it was a duel at short 
range, in which the professor was the 
quicker of the two in handling his 
weapon. 


Mr. Mickey had just returned from 
Mississippi, where he had gone to pre- 
pare a home for himself and prospect- 
ive bride. 
Their wedding was soon to 
have taken place. Owing to the prom- 
inence of the parties, the tragedy has 
created the wildest excitement through- 
out the county,

OMAHA, June 9 —Frank Mayo is 
dead. Paralysis of the heart seized 
him yesterday on his way hither from 
Denver and in a few minutes he was 
gone. 


Mr. Mayo had been ill all last week- 
He complained of pains in the region 
of his heart every day, and several 
times called in a doctor, yet every 
night he was on the stage of the Broad- 
way theater winning the applause of 
Denver audiences. The curtain fell on 
him the last time Saturday night, at 
the end of "Pudd'nhead Wilson." 


Members of Mr. Mayo's company ad- 
vised him to cancel his dates in Oma- 
ha, but he believed his stfliction was 
only temporary and insisted 
upon 
coming here to open his engagement 
last night. A few miles east of Grand 
Island, Neb, a sudden paroxysm of 
pain seized him. His friends tele- 
graphed for a doctor to meet the train 
at Grand Island. 
The doctor was too 
late. Mr. Mayo was dead before the 
train stopped. 


Frank Mayo's death will occasion 
great sorrow, not only among his old 
associates of the theater, but in many 
circles where his genial and manly 
characteristics were known and re- 
spected. 
Although he never reached 
the top of the ladder, or blazed forth a 
star of the first magnitude in the the- 
atrical fermament, he was for many 
years, and down to the time of his 
death, a popular actor whose presence 
always added vitality to a cast and 
won lavor from any audience.

ing. Where it Will be Ae- 
fined. 


BLUFFTON, Ind., June 9.—A gigantic 
project, that of building a second pipe 
line from the Indiana oil fields to 
Whiting, Ind,, has just been made pub- 
lic by the filing of articles of incorpor- 
ation in the office of the county re- 
corder, to which are attached the 
names of Michael and John Cudahy, 
the pork packers, of Chicago, and the 
most extensive individual oil operators 
of the country, together with that of J. 
A. Graves, their Indiana representative, 
to be known as the Indiana Pipe Line 
and Refining company, with a capital 
stock of $100,000, 


The Cudahys are at the head of the 
Northern Indiana Oil company, with a 
monthly production of 35,000 barrels, 
and their leases cover all parts of the 
Indiana field. The line wiU be 160 
miles in length, beginning in the fields 
of Wells, Blackford, Oay, Adams and 
Grant counties, extending northwest 
through Huntington, Waoash, Miami, 
Kosciusko, Fulton, 
Cass, 
Marshall, 
White, Pulaski, Stark, Laporte, Jasper, 
Porter, Newton and Lake to Whiting, 
where immense refineries are to be 
erected at the outlay of several mil- 
lions. The principal offices and head- 
quarters are located in the city of 
Blufiton. Work has been under way 
quietly far a month and a part of the 
right of way secured in Lake county, 
where pipe will be laid in a short time. 
The entire work of securing right of 
way along the stretch of pipe has been 
placed in the hands of W. A. Kunkel, 
civil engineer of this city. 


Work on the right of way is being 
vigorously pushed. Much interest is 
being manifested in the line by Indi- 
ana independent 
oil producers for 
numerous reasons. It is a practical 
confirmation of their judgment that 
the Indiana field is still in its infancy 
and that its scope is limited thus far 
only by present operators. They re- 
gard the building ot the pipe line as a 
manifestation of the same belief on 
the part of the Cudahys, who are large 
operators. Since the first well was 
drilled in Indiana the Standard has 
been without a rival in the field. A 
line similar to that in contemplation 
runs to Whiting and every drop of oil 
produced h refined at that point, and 
is brought here at prices made entirely 
at the pleasure of the Standard. For 
a long time Indiana oil, though proven 
equal to north and south Lima, was 
held at a price ttn and fifteen cents 
below the Ohio product, but on request 
of the Indiana Oil asaociatioh was 
finally ranked with south Lima. One 
result of the new line, it is believed, 
will place Indiana and Ohio oils on a 
parity with a much higher price paid 
than that now prevailing.

IT CAN be put down as a settled fact 
that Fort Wayne is not in the drought 
belt just now. 


THE republicans have not yet deter- 
mined upon the date for holding their 
nominating convention in this» county. 


THE people of Canton, Ohio, are so 
sanguine regarding the nomination of 
their fellow townsman, Major McKin- 
ley, that they have made arrangements 
to have a big fire gong, connected by 
wire with the hall in St. Louis, sounded 
and a cannon fired the moment the 
nomination is made. 


THE democrats of Huntington coun- 
ty nominated a county ticket last 
Saturday on the silver issue and select- 
ed delegates to the several convei;tions 
yet to be held on the same line. The 
platform declares against the single 
gold standard and opposes the issue of 
bonds to maintain it. 


THE two thirds rule governing the 
nomination of democratic candidates 
for president and vice president has 
been in force, practically, since the 
first democratic national convention 
was held. It is said that an attempt 
will be made at the coming national 
convention to abolish this rule, but it 
will be unsuccessful. 


THE Kansas City Star thinks that 
"not for a hundred years or so ought 
there to be another United States 
senate so completely lacking in com- 
mon sense and patriotic honesty as to 
deliberately pass a law intended to 
bankrupt the government and destroy 
its credit." The Chattanooga Times 
says: "Well might Senator Hill ex- 
claim after the passage of the infamous 
anti-bond bill in the senate, 'And may 
God save the country I' A continuation 
of Euch a senate as this one for long 
would put the country past praying 
for." 


IT HAS practically been agreed among 
sound money democrats of Indiana to 
present the name of ez Congressman 
Bynum to the approaching state con- 
vention as a candidate for governor 
This will be done, not with any hope 
that he will be nominated, but he will 
be urged as the representative of the 
sound money wing of the party. They 
profess to have information that, while 
the silver sentiment predominates in a 
majority of the counties which have 
spoken, yet each county has one or 
more sound money delegates who will 
rally around Mr. Bynum and in this 
way demonstrate their strength.

her grandfather's death. She is Princess 
Elizabeth, now 13 years old. But since 
this could not be, when Crowa Priucc 
Rudolf committed suicide tmder snch 
mysterious circumstances in 1889, it was 
necessaiy to full back on the emperor's 
brother, Archduke Charles Louis, who 
always hated America, for an heir to 
the throne. The emperor is now 66 years 
old, and it was not supposed Archduke 
Charles Louis, even if he were crowned, 
would be at the head of the imperial 
government veiy long. 


But ho has disappointed 
expecta- 
tion and died before tho emperor, which 
is a good thing perhaps, for he was the 
most hopeless old fogy even among the 
princes of Europe, and there is no tell- 
ing how he might have inflamed anew 
the slumbering hate between Hungary 
an'd Austria proper. 
However, he is 
dead, rest to his soul, and the question 
of the Austrian succession comes up 
again. 
The nearest heir to the throne is 
Charles Louis' son, Francis Ferdinand, 
and he, poor boy, is dying of consump 
tion at Nica 
He certainly will not out- 
live Francis Joseph. 


Tho eyes of Austro-Hungarians nat- 
urally turn to the next son of Charles 
Louis, Prince Otto. But Otto is so wild, 
so bad, so eccentric and so extravagant 
that it seems more kindly to conclude 
that he is a little insane. He is scarcely 
to be counted on. 
Who, then, is there? 
Perhaps some of the little 
German 
princelings out of a job will yet be called 
on to preside over the Austro-Hungarian 
empire. Well, there are plenty of them.

One more co-operative association is 
budding into being. 
It is a bicycle or- 
ganization in New York city. The mem- 
bers of the association propose to buy 
all their wheels and general bicycle 
supplies direct from the manufacttirers, 
thereby saving for themselves the retail- 
ers' profits. 
They will at once start a 
bicycle store for the sale of all wheel- 
ing goods, ^ d repair shops:'will be 
connected with it 
The goods will be 
sold at cost to members of the.asscKiia- 
tion, and only members will be'allowed 
to purchase. 
This privilege will, how- 
ever, probably be extended to the fam- 
ilies of the wheelmen. If tho scheme is 
successful so far as bicycles and their 
belongings n.re concerned, thou the mem- 
bers cf this co-operative scheme propose 
to exiend it, so as to include household 
goods and supplies, to be sold to mem- 
bers on the same terms. 
If the associa- 
tion confines its deals strictly to cash 
transactions, it can thrive. 
In the case 
of the vast co-operative stores of Eng- 
land, the most successful thus far, it 
has been found best to put the retail 
price of supplies only a little lower than 
that of goods at the ordinary retail 
shops, dividing the profits 
accruing 
among the members of the-association.

Mr. Lecky, in his work "Democracy 
and Liberty, " leads tho reader to inter 
that in his judgment nothing is so dis- 
astrous to a country as to have a "mere 
numerical majority" vote all the taxes. 
He bewails bitterly that England is rap- 
idly approaching that condition of af- 
fairs, the inevitable result of wliich will 
be the division of society into two class- 
es, one of which votes the taxes and tho 
other class pays them. But this is better 
than for one class, the rich, to have tho 
power to voto all tho taxes and to pay 
toa 
Precious little progi-oss in tho way 
of public improvements, public schools, 
free libraries aud bathhouses would be 
made if tho rich voted only the taxes 
they themselves paid. 
The poor would 
be even more completely disfranchised 
than Lecky decl ares tho rich are under 
the rule of a "mere numerical major- 
ity." 


Half a million dollars can be better 
spent by the government than in paying 
the expenses of a "commission" to in- 
vestigate the relations of labor and cap- 
ital 
That is practically what United 
States Labor Commissioner Carroll D. 
Wright has been doing now for a num- 
ber of years, and he is doing it better 
than any commission of politicians can 
possibly do. All the information needed 
is already accessible to our great Amer- 
ican statesmen. 
It is time to stop this 
universal running into-govcrnment com- 
missions for every little matter that 
comes up. 
We shall bo as bad as Great 
Britain with her circumlocution office 
soon.

ing everywhere. It 
is in Paris that this 
first began, and the 
town of skepticism 
and free thinking 
has been carried by storm, writes a 
Paris correspondent. 
Men forget over 
it the conflict between the Senate and 
the Ministry and all political questions. 
We hear no more of the dangers with 
which the Triple Alliance threatens us, 
not even the Russian alliance is spoken 
of, but a constantly renewed crowd be- 
sieges the doors of a house in a rather 
poor quarter, where, in a modest fifth 
story flat, a young woman gives con- 
sultations on the future which she says 
are inspired by the Angel Gabriel. The 
crowd has become so great that the po- 
lice are obliged to take measures to 
keep the line in order, and the prophet- 
ess herself has given notice that she 
will only receive fifty persons a day by 
letters of audience, like a minister, and 
persons who have asked for an inter- 
view lately have been put off until the 
end of June. 
Still more, doctors and 
scientific men of,all kinds have become 
interested, and thiough their conclusions 
vary a good de£<l, they agree on one 
point, the perféot good health and the 
absolute good faith of the prophetess. 


The prophetess of the Rue Paradis is 
24 years old; she was born in Paris; her 
father is managiTng clerk in a lawyer's 
office; her mother is a distant relative 
of M. Brisson, President of the Chamber 
of Deputies. Mlla Conedon is a young 
woman of middle size and well built; 
her very dark cher.tnut hair, of which 
she has large quatttities, is done up in 
thick masses, ^nd held in place by a 
large tortoise-shell comb; her color is 
high, her nose arched, hep teeth very 
white and large, her eyes of a change- 
able blue are big and overhung by black 
eyebrows. 
Mile. Coniedon, vahóse man- 
ners are very simple, is quick and 
sprightly. 
M. Mery, who has become 
the biographer of the visionary of the 
Rue Paradis, and who has published a 
little book about her, of v/hich 26,000 
copies have been sold, tells how Mile. 
Conedon became aware of what she 
calls her mission. For some years past

the Conedon family used to visit a Mrs.

Honore. This lady, who is elderly now, 
it is said formerly possessed the gift 
•which Mile. Conedon now has. But 
the angel withdrew from her because. 
Mile. Conedon says, she had sponged 
on him. Now, the end of Mmo. O.'s mis- 
sion coincided with the beginning of 
that of Mile. Conedon, under the fol- 
lowing circumstances: 


On Aug. 5,1894, Mile. Conedon was at 
Mme. O.'s house. 
It was about 10 
o'clock in the morning when she fell 
suddenly inito an ecstasy that lasted 
several hours. 
They thought that she 
-was sick; they tried to wake her up. 
Then as the phenomenon did not recur 
It was forgotten. Now, a year later, day 
for day, on Aug. 5, 1895, and it is only 
long after that they noticed the coin- 
cidence of the dates. Mile. Conedon 
fell into another ecstasy, during which 
she spoke for one hour continuously 
-without stopping. She was then in her 
own house, sitting in the parlor talking 
to a lady friend. The latter was fright- 
ened, and called in the young woman's 
father, to whom the predictions, which 
afterward came true, were made at once 
by the spirit which borrowed his daugh- 
ter's voice and declared himself to be 
the Archangel G-abriel. The spirit also 
said that he had been sent by God to 
announce to men the evils that threat- 
•ened them, and to foretell to France the 
return of the monarchy. Mile. Conedon 
takes up these predictions and develops 
them in the public meetings to which 
all those who have already consulted 
her in private are admitted. Some have 
to do with cataclysms of nature. 


The seasons which have been dis- 
turbed for some years will resume their 
natural course, but "we shall see there 
where the sea has flowed a continent 
arise." 
New massacres like the Ar- 
menian one will take place in foreign 
parts. France will be punished for its 
long impiety and faithlessness to its 
kings, the Hotel de Ville and the Opera 
will be set on fire, and a part of Paris 
•will be burned down. An epidemic will 
"break 
out, during 
which 
persons 
lailiicted will have their skin covered 
with blood red spots. 
Prophets will 
arise on every hand there will be many 
coaversions. 
Before this, however, one 
astounding conversion will have struck 
Fra^nce with amazement, Mile. Yvette 
GuiFbert will become a nun! At the 
end of the year, in fall, war will break 
out. 
The Angel Gabriel .says on this 
subject, "I see men massacred, and the 
Seine stained with blood." 
The na- 
tions which will suffer most by this war 
will be France and England. 
Finally, 
the clergy, on account of its impiety, 


v.'ill be d.viuiatod, and tho Jc^vs will bo 
driven out of i'raaco. 
He who will 
come to France from all these woes 
will be a prinro of the house of Bourbon, 
who will reign under the name of Henry 
V. As the Count do Chambord bore the 
title Qf Henry V.. and is dead, this pre- 
diction tioemecl .strange, but Mile. Cone- 
don has declared that 
for centuries 
those who reigned were uiiurpers, and 
that if Louis XVI. was martyred, he was 
not the martyr king. She added that it 
was the youjiger brother who had de- 
throned the elder brother, whose de- 
scendant will save France coming from 
an icy country. 
Very serious persons 
have tried to solve this enigma, and are 
agreed that the-future King of France 
must be a descendant of rhe Iron Mask.

Frederick Carrington, the newly ap- 
pointed 
commander 
of the 
British 
forces in Matabeleland, is well known 
in South Africa for his various services 
to the British government during the 
past twenty years. In 1S77 he formed 
a troop which was called "Carrington's 
horse," and which still bears his name. 
This troop is now in South Africa. Car- 
rington himself has been absent from 
that country for the past few years. Of 
late he has been doing duty as com- 
mander of the infantry brigade at Gib- 
raltar. 
Sir Frederick is the son of a 
country gentleman. 
He was born in 
Gloucestershire in 1844 and entered the 
army at the age of 20. His first regi- 
ment was the South Wales Borderers, 
and he became the instructor of mus- 
ketry to the regiment. In 1S7.5 he cross- 
ed over to South Africa and organized 
a corps of mounted infantry for the 
diamond 
fields. He saw some active 
service in the Kaffir war of 1877 in the 
Transkei 
region, and again 
in the 
Sekukuni campaign in, the Transvaal 
in 1S79. He was a member 
of Sir 
Charles Warren's Bechuanaland expedi-
